IMPORT’ DUTIES. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir;—The President of the Dublin Chamber 
of Commerce, in his speech to the Chamber 
last Wednesday said that the establishment 
of the Customs barvier came like a bolt from 
the blue. In view of the provisions of the 
Treaty, it was inevitable that the Customs 
barrier should come into being sooner or later,. 
and information as to its working was always 
obtainable from the English Customs authori- 
ties and could have been ascertained: by all 
interested. But we have in front of us other 
barriers which, to judge by public utterances 
and the general trend of public fhought, 
probably will mature: I mean protection 
duties, possibly put in force with the idea 
of protecting home industry .or the wish to 
provide revenne. 

If this matter is not taken up, it will, I 
expect; be called another ‘‘ bo't from ‘the 
blue.” It is a question of great importance 
to the trade and commerce of thig country. 
At first sight it may seem a very excellent 
idea to stimulate. home industry by penalising 
the import of such goods as are made here; 
but, before arriving at any conclusion, it 
would be well to examine in detail our 
exports and imports. Imports are frequently 
mentioned and put forth as being all of goods 
that we could make at home—which may, or 
may not be, the case. Our exports are 
seldom mentioned in their relation to imports, 
and.I take it thatour ability te pay for our 
-imaporia. je acquired: by. our <tports, and, if 
the two balance or fiedriy so, we are on sound 
lines. 

Protectyve duties are likely to upset that 
balance, and the question is, Will it do so 
fo? good or ill? One inevitable consequence 
will be an increase in the cost of commodities 
so affected ,which will increase the cost of 
living, with the certainty of a demand on the 
part of the workers for.an increased wage. 
This will.increase the.cost of production for 
all goods made here, and the difficulties of 
the manufacturer: who exports .may be so in- 
creased. as to put him out of the market and 
his work-peaple out of work. The whole 
question is a difficult one, and neéds to be 
carefully examined from all points of view, so 
that the best interests of the country shall 
be served. I think that it calls for a repre- 
sentative’ committee, composed of traders, 
manufacturers. and the agricultural interest, 
to meet together and thrash the matter out. 
The newly-formed Association oí the Chambers 
of Commerce, representing the commerce of 
the whole country, is the most suitable body 
to establish such a eommittee.—Yours, etc.,

MUSICAL CRITICISM. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sik,— Referring to Dr. Terry’s remarks at 
the recent Feis Ceoil competitions, when, in 
condemning the prevalence of the vibrato 
among the competitors, he stated that 
‘‘ wobbling on the notes was a musical curse 
which had come down irom the day of the 


like. to make a:few observations. Alas! the 
poor Italians, have never had the oppor- 
tunities of growing fat enjoyed by Dr. Terry's 
countrymen; and .there .ts no foundation for 
this part of his charge. Also, the vibrato is 
completely absent amongst ’ Italian singers, 
while in these countries it 1s only too common, 
for well-known reasons which this is not the 
place to discuss. 

It is a matter of history that Italy taught 
the world how to sing; but Dr. Terry appears 
to think that the- world learnt ite singing 
from England., However, results have not so 
far justified such a view. Rossini said that 
in order to‘sing three things were necessary— 
voice, voice and voice. r. Terry now tells 
us that ‘‘for singers.it should be the .words, 
the words, and the ‘words every time.”  Per- 
haps; in the future we may: have violinists 
playing without violins, pianists playing with- 
out pianofortes, and só on. When ‘this 
happens it ‘will be even more marvellous than 
broadcasting! : 

Dr. Terry s statement to the mezze-soprand 
competitors, that: he could make them singers 
in three weeks is also somewhat amazing, 
This: wotld certainly. be a record m ‘voice 
production—at, any rate, in Ireland or Italy. 
As has already been suggested elsewhere, if 
the adjudicator would sing the songs in the 
way they should be sung, it would be more 
helpful-to all concerned than making such 
statements. Adjudicators at the Feis Ceoil 
should beware lest they become like Beck- 
messer, Wagner’s caricature in the “ Meister- 
singer.’’—Yours, etc., 


THE ULSTER TEMPERANCE BILL.—-At 
the annua! meeting of the Londonderry and 
Strabane’ District Lodge of the J.0.G.T. in 
Londonderry, the .

The Minisiry of Munitions’ explosive store 
and refinery plant at Chester have been 
bought by the Anglo-Scottish Finance Cor- 
poration for £350,000 says the Press Associa 
tion. * 

Seven years ago this -property cost the 
Governntent half a million pounds. It is 
situated by thé side of the River Dee, and 
has access for steamers of two thousand tons 
capacity. It is complete with its own railway 
údháis, which are connected with both the 
Midland and the Great Northern Railwavs. 

There are ‘storage capacity, buildings, and 
equipment, such as pumps, engines, etc., and 
a thirty-acre freehold site. It is estimated 
that the brick wall round the factory alone 
cost the parchase price.

Stockings and Banks. 


The rural Irishman’s anxiety to keep 
in close touch with his money is proverbial. 
It is a main part of the explanation of 
the huge deposits which are a feature of 
the, Irish banking system. When savings 
grow too large to be kept in a stocking 
or under the hearth-stone they are banked 
in such a way that they can be withdrawn 
at very short notice. Many smal] farmers 
and shopkeepers distrust the processes of 
banking and regard the safest kind of 
investment in Government or commercial 
securities as a dangerous form of specula- 
tion. This distrust is the result partly 
of native conservatism and partly of 
ignorance. We heard recently of a case 
where a country man, suspecting the 
stability of his bank, withdrew. the whole 
of his deposit and hid it away against 
ithe coming crash—in the-shape of the 
notes of the same bank. The Free State 
Government must take gteps to overcome 
this lack of enterprise or education if it 
‘wishes to secure a measure of general 
support for the national Joan which Presi- 
dent Cosgrave mentioned at Kilkenny. 
A similar spirit ‘of caution is wide- 
spread in France; but Frenchmen have 
more necessity for caution, since they are 
less stringently protected by the law. The 
Paris Correspondent of the Observer re- 
ports that during the past week a banker 
of twenty-three years of age was arrested 
for fraud. {t is a remarkable thing that 
the French Government—iu many ways so 
paternal—takes, such smali trouble to 
protect the people from financial swindlers. 
There is no law to prevent anybody from 
calling himself a banker and opening a 
little office as a bank. The Correspondent 
tells us that there are hundreds of these 
little banks in Paris. The French petit 
bourgeois, unlike the French or Irish 
peasant, varies his thrift with occasional 
outbursts of financial recklessness. He can 
be induced sometimes to put the painful 
economies of years into some wild specula- 
tion which

HOME-MADE. RECEIVING SETS. 


(By S. MacponaLp ASHE.) 

The reception of. witeless concerts has st 
growing more and more in ee, eve j 
day in England and Northern Ireland, an 
now that wa haw heard the excellent de- 
monstrations given at the /fétcs at Kingstown 
and Dolphin’s Barn, many persons = 
asking when residents in the Free State MS 
be permitted to have receiving sets, and 
able to listen to some of the excellem pro- 

rammes which are broadcasted every evening 
from London, Manchester, Glasgow, and other 
stations. . i 

Unless a broadcasting station Is erected in 
Ireland we shall find listening-in a tar more 
expensive hobby than those who live close to 
some of the big sending stations. They can 
obtain a pace crystal set for about <<, 
which will be quite efficient, but we in Dublin 
and other parts of Ireland, in order to hear 
distinctly the English station, will need a set 
which may cost anything from £25 upwards. 
How manv of us can afford to buy a receiving 
set at that price? | 

There is the alternative of making 4 set; 
but it requires much tedious labour to con- 
struct a three or four valve set, which will 
be necessary if we want to get really good 
results. : a , wa 

The question arises—‘‘ What is the smallest 
and cheapest set that I can use in Dublin m 
order to receive from the English broadcasting 
stations?’ It is very difficult to say definitely 
what type of set will be required, as condl- 
tions vary greatly; but it is hardly likely 
that anything less than a three-valve set will 
give satisfactory results in Dublin, while for 
places in the West of Irelanc a four-valve 
set will be needed. 

Experimenters have been non to receive 
from very great distances on a two-valve set, 
but this cannot always be done, so it is best 
to be on the safe side and get a three or four- 
valve set.

aerial—four wires about 15 feet long across 
my bedroom ceiling—and, though this indoor 
aerial was a great handicap, I was, with ease,

An amateur with but little knowledge of 
electricitv should be able to construct a very 
good three or four-valve receiving set at a cost 
ot about £10 or £12 by purchasing and as- 
sembling the component parts himself. “on- 
densers, fixed and moving, are not very diffi- 
cult to make; an eboniie panel for a four- 
valve set should not cost more than about 
12s. (half the fun of the thing is assembling 
the different parts on the panel), basket coils 
can be made at home, as can various other 
parts, such as switches, grid leaks, basket coil 
holders, and stands for holders. 

Of course, valves, transformers, headphones, 
H.T. and L.T. batteries (pocket lamp batteries 
connected in series make a good substitute 
for the regular H.T. battery), and various 
other little fitments must be bought: but stil! 
the complete set should not cost more than 
about £10,

THE LAND BILL. 


——— 
TO-DAY’S BUSINESS IN THE 
DAIL.

To-day Mr. P. Hogan, Minister for Agricul- 
ture, introduces his Land Bill in the Dail, 
and, as « matter of course, it will get its 
irt reading. Mr. Hogan has the distinction 
of introducing the “first Land Bill, t. be sub- 
mitted to the Free State Parliament. 

As is generally known, the measure wil] to 
a great extent follow the lines of: the Land 
Dill which was-agreed to by the Irish Con- 
vention of 1920. The landlords will be naid 
im stock instead of in cash, as was the case 
under the Acts already passed. Until the 
recent ‘conference betiween delegates from the 
londlords’ side and from the tenants’ side. it 
was thought that an agreement mizht be 
artived at which would enable the Govern- 
ment to finance the bill without a bonus. The 
conference, however, revealed a rather larze 
£ap. 

Ministerial pressure and persuasion has since 
thea reduced the width of the gap consider 
ably. and the remaining distance is. ] under- 
stand, to be bridged by a bonus. to the Jand- 
lords. Despite this fact, however, the land- 
lords will not fare as well as they did under 
either the Ashbourne Act or the Wyndham 
Act, and 1 doubt if the net income realisable 
on £100 rental wijl reach £1, though it mav 
not fall much short of it. a ' 

Che interest on the purchase mcnev prob- 
ably will be 44 per cent., and | per cent. in 
acdition is the allowance for sinking fund. 

lhe bill will make a very thorough attempt 
to deal with congestion, and will set forth 
terms and devise machinery under which 
the crowded parishes will be thinned of their 
over-population. A large scheme of migra- 
tion 1s contemplated, and thousands of new 
homesteads: must he set up tor the migrants. 
w hen the measure becomes law all untenanted 
land in the congested districts becomes the 
property of the State, and will be available 
for distridution. 

Hitherto the Congested Districts Beard has 
hac to encounter the reluctance of smal] 
holders to migrate. They disliked being 
taken from their native districts and to have 
the ties with all the assocations of parish 
life severed. Jt is hoped, nowever, that this 
reluctanize may be overcome under the per- 
suasions of a home Government, and some sav 
that the stranze developments of the last few 
sears have weakened the old sentiment con- 
siderably. 

The measure, when it becomes law. will 
bring to an end the old system of land tenure. 
And, if the migration plan is carried out ‘o 
any large extent, it will go far to dispose af 
the chrouic poverty of the Western counties,

On. leaving Chequers Mr. Chamberlain 
motored back to London, and later in the 
evening he was present at a dinner party given 
at, Lord Birkenhead’ s house, Other members 
of the Chamberlain group are believed to have 
been present. 

MR. CHAMBERLAIN’S VIEWS. 

In a. letter to his constituents, addressed to 
Councillor Talbot, Mr. Austen Chamberlain 
gays :— 

You and my friends in West Birmingham 
showed so much kindness and consideration to 
me in the difficult ‘position which arose last 
autumn, and have so often expressed to me 
since the hope that I might soon rejoin the 
Unionist Government, that I feel I owe to you 
some explanation of my present position. 

“This is not the place for me to express my 
feelings towards my late colleague and leader. 
When news of Mr. Boner Law's resignation 
was announced Í was at. Vernet, and wholly 
unprepared for this serious result of what I, 
like others. supposed to be only temporary 
indisposition, which a few weeks’ rest would 
overcome. 

“At the request of friends, with whom | 
have been more particularly associated in these 
later months, I came to Paris. in order to he 
mmmediately available if any consultation with 
me was desired. [ was led to think that it 
was the desire. of the new Prime Minister to 
heal such differences as had arisen in the 
party, to let bygones be bygones, and, in pre- 
sence of what was not only a personal tragedy, 
but a great nationva) misfortune. to secure 
complete reunion of the Conservative Party. 

“Hí my help had been asked it would gladly 
have been given, for such an object whether 
by personsal co-operation in work of the 
Government, or by use of such influence as I 
may possess among my friends, and from my 
knowledge of their views. 

““[ can say with confidence that my col- 
leagues in the late Government were actuated 
bv the same feelings, and that there was not 
one of them who would not have heen willing 
to sacrifice any persona! claims which he might 
possess in order to secure complete re-union 
of party. 

“TI cannot but beliete, from the first indi- 
cations the Prime Minister's intentions ziven 
to the Press immediately after his acceptance 
of office. that he had the same wish for 
oblivion of past differences and the same desire 
for complete union in the futare. It would 
seem that other forces intervened. 

“1 do not care to enter into this aspect of 
the question. but what vou and my friends in 
West Birmingham are entitled to know. and I. 
in fairness to myself and those with whom I 
am most intimately associated, am entitled to 
state, is that if- that complete re-vnion has not 
been established it has not been because of 
anv unwillingness on our part to forget past 
differences. or beaause of anv pretension on 
the part of anv one of us that his inclusion 
in anv new combination was essential. 

“No opportunity was given to us to make 
our contribution to party unity. and no com- 
munication from the Prime Minister was 
made to me until he had formed his Ministry.”

AMBASSADORSHIP DECLINED.. 


Referring to the meeting 6f Mr. Baldwin 
and Mr. Chamberlain at Chequers on Satur- 
day, the Parliamentary Correspondent of 7’he 
Times says :—It is understood that during the 
conversation the Prime Minister offered him 
the position of British Ambassador to the 
United States when the post falls vacant, 
but that Mr. Chamberlain felt himself 
unable to accept the invitation. This 
is not the (first time.that he has 
been urged to enter upon a career 
away from party politics. At the end of 
1920, a few months before Mr. Bonar Law’s 
resignation from the Coalition Government 
owing to ill-health, Mr. Lloyd George offered 
him the positiog¥ of Vicerov of India, and 
later he was also offered the Embassy in 
Paris.

THE INDEMNTTY BILL.

MR. SWIFT M4°NEILL’S VIEW. 


Mr. J. G. Swift MacNeill in a letter to 
The Times, written from Dublin, says :— 
E. C. Carrington and Mr. J. B. Oldham, im 
letters in your columns under this heading, 
while holding divergent views of the In- 
demnity Bul, both refer to the fact that an 
Indemnity Act is proposed in the case of Mr. 
Bridgeman in respect of the Irish deporta- 
tions. whereas Lord Halifax was not pro- 
tected by an Indemnity Act in the various 
proceedings arising out of the issue of the 
general warrants, and notably in the case of 
Wilkes «. Halifax, in which the jury found a 
verdict of £4,000 damages for the plaintiff 
Lord Halifax and the persons associated with 
him as parties in the various proceedings 
arising out of the Wilkes affair were com- 
pletely indemnified out of public funds for 
expenses incurred in those proceedings, which 
Wilkes estimated at a sum of no less than 
£100,000. : 

After quoting an extract from the Treasury 
minute book produced in the trial of Wilkes 
r. Lord Halifax in 1769, Mr. MacNeill pro- 
ceeds :—The Wukes case cannot be contrasted 
with the deportations case, on the ground 
that in the Wilkes case the Home Secretary 
of the day was not indemnified by Act of 
Parliament The illegality of cenera! 
warrants, like the illegality of the deporta- 
tion warrants, was not from the first clear 
and manifest. Lord Camden, in. the Aaheas 
carpus motion In Wilkes’s case, expressed an 
cpinion in which his brethren on the Bench 
concurred, that such. warrants were justified 
by numerous precedents. He subsequently 
on the trials in actions for false imprisonment 
declared his opinion that such warrants were 
illegal. It must not be forgotten that the 
legality of the Irish deportations was upheld 
by a Divisional Court.

DUKE OF CONNAUGHT’S 
TRIBUTE,

The Duke of Connaught, who is honorary 
Colonel of the 18th Battalion, County of 
London Regiment (London Irish Rifles), went 
to the» Duke of York’s headquarters at 
Chelsea on Saturday afternoon, to unveil a 
memorial to. officers, warrant officers, non- 
commissioned officers and men of the London 
Irish Rifles, who fell in the Great, War. 

His Royal Highness wore a Field-Marshal’s 
Service ‘uniform, and was attended by Colonel 
Gordon, was received by the officers of the 
regiment, and proceeded to inspect a guard 
of honour, drawn up at the approach to the 
headquarters. The band of the regiment 
played selections. " 

he unveiling in the Drill Hall was pre- 
ceded and followed by a Devotional Service, 
including the hymn ‘‘O God, our help in ages 
ast,’’ sentences from the Burial Service, the

The memoria] takes the unusual form of a 
picture, giving a life-sized representation of 
a soldier in the uniform of the Lofdon Irish 
Rifles, looking out from the British trenches 
at dawn over “ No Man’e Land.”

ATTACKED BY 100-YEAR 
OLD SWAN, 
AK BATHER’S NARROW | 
~ ESCAPE. 


A Windsor man had a narrow escape from 
one seriously injured in the Thames at 
Windsor on Saturday by a ferocious swan, 
which is reputed to be 100 years old. This 
swan ‘is well known in the neighbourhood for 
its fierceness, and Frank Sharratt, a young 
man who resides. by the riverside at Windsor, 
said that he certainly would not have at: 
tempted to take his morning dip had he seen 
that this particular swan was in the neigh- 
bourhood. ; 

He had swum to the middle of the ‘river, 
and was in 3 feet of water some fifty yards 
below Windsor Bridge when the swan began 
to attack him before he was aware of its pre- 
sence. He dived under water and managed 
to get to the Cobbler, a piece of land dividing 
the weir stream from. the main river. 

The bird then kept a close watch on the 
swimmer, and though he made several at- 
tempts to enter the water, the swan refused 
to allow him to do so. Many spectators had 
gathered, and though all kinds of devices were 
tried to disengage the bird’s attention, he 
always kept an eye on the stranded bather. 
After half an hour’s vigil the swan fell to the 
temptation of a dainty morsel of bread and 
meat which was put in front of him, and 
with great reluctanee he left the bather and 
went after the food. After consuming the 
bread he returned to the spot where he had 
left the bather, but was too late to prevent 
him from landing on the other shore. 

Mr, Sharratt says that he prevented this 
swan from killing another swan only a few 
days ago, and possibly it was out for revenge.

OPPOSITION TO NORTHERN 
LICENSING BILL. 

The Northern Licensing Bill, in so far as 
it affects wine licences held by chemists, 
was considered at a special meeting ol 
chemists and druggists in Belfast recently, 
Mr. Andrew White, President of the Ulster 
Retail Drug Trade, presiding. 

Mr. J. C. Culbert said that there was no 
proyision in the bill for chemists selling wine. 
They were not in sympathy with spirit 
grocers, and they knew the position of affairs 
into which these had allowed themselves to 
be led. He had never heard of a case 
where a chemist had been up for a breach of 
the licensing regulations, and, therefore, 1t 
was very hard to be classed along with 
spirit grocers in this matter. It was not 
merelty~the limitation of their business that 
was concerned, but the more serious matter of 
the cutting down of the rights of chemists 
and of the medical men, to some extent, to 
prescribe. Chemists would be thoroughly 
justified in seeking amendments to the bill so 
far as their business was concerned. 

Mr. Huston Lancashire, J.P., said that the 
Government had made a great blunder in pro- 
posing to take away wine licences from 
chemists. In all his experience he had not 
known a case where the licence was abused, 
and he was sure that was the experience of 
the trade. Medicated wines were purchased 
as stimulants, and the proposed changes 
would compel the public to make their pur- 
chases in the public-house. 

It was decided to draw up a memorial, 

inting out that chemists’ wine Jicehces 
ad not been abused, and a committee was 
appointed to bring the facts before members 
of Parliament, with a view to. having the 
chemists’ interests safeguarded. A guarantee 
fund was opened.

HORWOOQOD’S VIEWS. 


General Sir William Horwood, of Scotland 
Yard, interviewed on the White Star liner 
Celtic, when she called at Queenstown yester- 
day afternoon on her way from New York to 
Liverpool, sad that he was much impressed by 
what took place at the Police Conference in 
New York. 

“We all learned a good deal from listen- 
ing,” he said. He was very much struck by 
the address of Judge McAdoo regarding the 
law relative to firearms, and afterwards dis- 
cussed the subject at length with him. The 
arms law in America presents great difficulties, 
owing to the several States having their own 
laws. For instance, in one State which pro- 
hibits the carrying of firearms with licence, all 
one has to do is to cross the border, enter 
another State, and get any arms and am- 
munition. one may want. New York had its 
traffic problems, and the -task to surmount 
there was far greater than in London, the 
population of the Metropolitan district being, 
roughly, eight millions, spread over 700 square 
miles. It was not so cosmopolitan as New 
York, and consequently serious crimes, such as 
murders, were not so frequent, 

“Your own Inspector-General O’Duffy 
joined me on the way ont to the conference. 
He seems a very fine fellow, and was keenly 
interested in our deliberations.” 


BISHOP OF LONDON’S 
VISIT. 


DR. D’ARCY AND PREJUDICED

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FIELD WORK DELAYED,

SOWING HELD UP BY RAINS 
UNTIL END OF MARCH, 


In. the statistical statement for April of the 
Department of Agriculture and Technica], In- 
struction for Ireland, it is said that owing to 
heavy rains little or no sowing had been done 
at the close of March. On light soils in a few 
of-the drier counties a smal] area of barley 
and lea oats was sown and some potatoes 
planted, but the soaked state of the soil after 
the rains of February delayed field work. 
Supplies of hay and roots were plentiful, and 
pastures carried a normal covering for the 
period of the year. Purchased feeding stuffs 
were in very little demand. 

With the seutching season nearly over, there 
was a considerable shrinkage in the supply of 
flax marketed. Yield and quality were vari- 
able. Prices ranged from 10s. to 15s. per 
stone, according to quality; best lots sold up 
to 17s. 6d., and in rare instances to 20s. 6d. 
per stone. 

Potatoes were plentiful, and in many 
counties were fed to cattle and pigs. Prices 
showed no change. Fields of winter wheat 
and oats looked forward and healthy. In Co. 
Carlow catch crops came in early, and were 
expected to be soon fit for use. In Co, Kil- 
kenny plots of vetches and rye looked to be fit 
for cutting at the end of April. In Southern 
counties August-sown rape was nearly ready 
for cutting, and Italian rye grass promised to 
give a good yield of green soilse at the second 
week in May. In some districts of Co. Cork 
plots of rape and “‘ starters ” were already 
being used. In the Western counties mixtures 
of vetches and rye promised to be ready by 
the third week of April. 

Prices, both for fat and. store cattle, were 
on a somewhat lower level than during 
February. Milch cows were scarce, and met 
with firm demand, especially for animals of 
first-class quality. There was brisk buying 
for in-calf heifers at Southern fairs. 

The average price paid by creameries dur- 
ing the month for whole milk (separated milk 
being returned) was in Leinster from 7d. to 9d. 
per gallon; Munster; 64d. to 9d.; Ulster, 6d. 
to 6d. ; and in Connaught, 8d. Supplies were 
about normal, but marked a steady increase 
towards the end of the month, as the number 
of cows which had calved down became larger. 

The horse trade was slow and dull. Good 
farm horses were ‘easy to buy at from £15 to 
£25 each. In Co. Meath working horses sold 
at from £15 to £18 each, and in Co. Cavan 
trained horses sold within the limit of from 
£12 to £20 each. In Co. Monaghan there was 
a better demand at higher prices for four and 
five-year.olds, which sold at from £18 to £23, 
and in some éases up to each. In Co. 
Wexford horses were still difficult to cash ex. 
cept hunters; the demand fom these was 
limited to .tip-top animals, which, in some 
cases, reached £120 to £160 each.

EMIGRANTS EXCITED. 

A serious collision occurred in the River 
Clyde late on Friday night, when the Cana- 
dian Pacific liner Metagama and the cargo 
steamer Baron Vernon were damaged. No 
lives were lost and no one was injured. 

The. Metagama, with upwards of one 
thousand passengers on board, put back to 
Glasgow on Saturday morning, but the cargo 
vessel had to be grounded near Dumbarton, 
where on Saturday she was lying on a mud 
bank with her stern high in the air. The 
Canadian liner was ovtward bound, and the 
cargo steamer was coming up the river bound 
from Spain to Glasgow. e port bows of 
the Baron Vernon were stove in and holed 
below the water-line, 

There were many narrow escapes, notably 
on the cargo steamer. The majority of the 
Metagama’s passengers were below, and there 
was great excitement, but no semblance of*a 
panic. The liner was swung round and taken 
back to Glasgow. On Saturday a diver was 
inspecting the hull, and if the Metagama 
cannot proceed a proportion of the emigrants 
will be transferred to the Montrose, which 
left Liverpool on Friday night for Belfast,

INQUEST AT DUN LAOGHAIRE. 


A Dun Laoghaire Coromer’s Court on Satur- 
day returned a verdict of death from gunshot 
wounds, imflicted by the military in the 
execution of their duty, in the case of Michael 
Neary, Tubbercurry, Co. Sligo, who died in 
St. Michael’s Hospital on Thursday from 
wounds received in an encounter between arméd 
men and soldiers at Albert road, Dun 
Laoghaire, on the 22nd of March. On the 
sme occasion Corporal Baker was mortally 
wounded. 

The inquest was held by Dr. P. A. 
MacDermott, Deputy Coroner. 

Dr. J. P. Brenman, Coroner for South 
County Dublin and visiting surgeon tí St. 
Michael’s Hospital, described Neary’s wourds, 
and said that his condition was poor. Soon 
alter his admission sg infection took place, 
and on Thursday week secondary hemorrhage 
wt in. It was stopped, and Neary’s condi- 
Won was then very poor. Another operation 
was performed on Sunday last, but on Thurs- 
day he died of cardiac failure, following 
hemorrhage. 

In reply to Mr. A. Lynn (instructed by 
Messrs. Little and OhUadhaigh), who ap- 
peared for the next-of-kin, the witness stated 
that he was informed over the telephone that 
military had arrived ‘at the hospital to remove 
Neary. He told the officer that he had 
—— on Neary a few days gon Á and 
that the man was not in a fit, condition to 
be removed. He protested against the re- 
moval on the grounds of humanity and pro- 
fessional etiquette. Neary was not taken 
away. Neary was in a state of nervous 
prostration as a result of the raid. 

Dr. M. Harding, house surgeon, who was 
present when the military visited the hospital, 
seid that no force or violence was used. 
There was some arguing about it. The 
soldiers went into the ward with a stretcher. 
They did not threaten Neary, but the officer 
was by the bedside, and there were ten or 
twelve soldiers in the ward. He did not 
know how far the stretcher was from Neary’s 
bedsile, or what thev did with it. 

Dr. Brennan, recalled, said that Neary told 
him that he was doing nothing, and that he 
was shot on the yvround. 

_ An officer in the National Army, who was 
in command of the troops, described the fight 
as a regular battle, in the course of which 
Corporal Baker was killed. He did every- 
thing possible for the wounded and brought 
them to the hospital. 

Another military officer said that Neary 
had been disarmed, but recovered his weapon, 
and was about to fire at the witness when 
he shot and wounded him.

DOMESTIC SERVICE FIELD 
OVERCROWDED. 


The growing tendency to make domestic 
service a refuge for unemployed girls of every 
class, from factory girl to typist, is strongly 
condemned by the executive of the Irish 
Women Workers’ Union, who points out that 
in Ireland there is no shortage of untrained 
domestics, and that it is a senseless policy to 
inducs more ‘incompetent girls to enter an 
already overcrowded market. 

It is suggested that raising the schoo]-leaving 
age to 16 years would give relief by doing 
away with the — of mere children, 
who seek to get placed in domestic service 
at an age when it would be better economy 
and more to their own mterest to keep them 
out of it. It is also suggested that the de- 
velopment of small industries, such as laun- 
dries, in country towns and districts would 
be another very serviceable step in advance. 
Development should be along these lines, 
instead of by concentrating on the domestic 
arena as the one centre of hope for unem- 
ployed women. 

This being the age of flats and small 
houses, it is pointed out that the trend oí 
the demand by employers now is for daily or 
part-time domestic help. To meet this situa- 
tion, Co-Operative Hostels for Visiting Domes- 
tics. on similar lines to nurses’ hostels, are ad- 
vocated. There should be, of course, as in the 
case of nurses, a fixed standard of qualifica- 
tions, wages, hours and working conditions. 
To this end domestics should organise in 4 
trade union. and housewives should have their 
own association. 

It is the hope of the Irish Women Workers’ 
Union that the Free State Government, when 
tackling the unemployment problem in regard 
to women, will endeavour to effect reforms 


on the lines above suggested.

LATE DR. DONNELLY. 


At St. Mary’s, Haddington road, Dublin, 
vesterday, the Most Rev. Dr. Byrne, Arch- 
bishop of Dublin, presided at a meeting called 
in connection with the raising of funds for the 
repovation of the church. 

The Very Rev. William Duggan,P.P., said that 
they only required to look around to see how 
much the church stood in need of renovation. 
The ceiling: and walls required painting, and 
there was also much to be done with the 
pillars, stone work and marble work.  I[n- 
cidentally. he said. there was an opportunity 
naty provided of commemorating the connec- 
tion of the late Dr. Donnelly with the church. 
Dr. Donnelly had. out of money bequeathed 
to himself, paid off a debt of ‘£3,000 on the 
church. There. was also a need to provide ac- 
commodation for a fourth curate. 

Mr. George Byrne, architect, recommended 
as a memorial to the late Dr. Donnelly 
paricHing two arches at the side chapels and 


ithe gable walls of both tfansepts from floor to 
sills of windews in marble and bath stone. 


This would entail the removal of the marble 
memorial tablet to the late Father Lube, in

The Archbishop said that, when vacating 
that parish to take up his present duties, 
he had promised that the affection in 
which he held the parish would last to the 
end. The porishioners of St. Mary's had a 
glorious tradition of love for the home of the 
Blessed Sacrament. There was no parish in 
the diocese where the liturgy of the Church 
was carried out with more honour and dignity. 
The people were proud of their church. From 
what he knew he believed the work which 
Father Duggan was undertaking would be 
carried to.a successful conclusion.

Mr. T. W. M‘Mullan, M.P.. said that he 
rather differed from Dr. Campbell as to re- 
ligious education, for he did not see what 
harm the reac‘ng of the Bible would do 
teacher or pupil. They wanted the boys and 
girls to be trained up to be useful and loyal 
citizens, standing for the right and hating 
the wrong.

IRISH FREE STATE FIGURES. 


The .Registrar-General’s returns for the 
week ending 19th May, 1923, state that the 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the 
undermentioned areas for last week and for 
the past four weeks, respectively, were equal

The deaths from. certain epidemic diseases 
registered in the twelve town districts during 
last week were equal to-an annual rate of 
1.6 per 1,000. Among the 17 deaths from all 
causes. for Limerick are four from measles, 
two from whoopihg-cough, and one from 
diphtheria.

telow the mean rate for the corresponding 
portions of the ten years, 1913-1922. The 
rate for all deaths registered during thé 
twenty weeks was 17.1, and during the cor- 
responding period of the preceding ten years 


Included in the 142 deaths appertaining to 
the area are one from enteric fever, one from 
scarlet fever, seven from whooping cough, 
one from diphtheria, three from diarrheea and 
enteritis of children under tw6 years, and 
two from-influenza. In the three preceding 
weeks deaths from enteric fever were 1, 0 
and 0; deaths from scarlet fever were 6, 1 
and 0; deaths from whooping cough were 4, 
4 and 5: deaths from diphtheria were 0, 0 
and 3; deaths from diarrhea and enteritis of 
children under two years were 0, 3 and ó, 
ana deaths from influenza were ó, 2 and 1. 

There were seven deaths from pneumonia. 
comprising four from bronchc-pneumonia and 
three from pneumonia (not otherwise de- 
fined). 

Tuberculous disease caused 16 deaths (15 
of which were from pulmonary tuberculosis 
and one: from tuberculous meningitis), as 
against 18, 16, and 41 from all forms of 
tuberculous disease in the three weeks pre- 
ceding. 

Five deaths were caused by cancer, 17; by 
organic ‘diseases of the heart, and 15 by 
bronchitis. 

Three accidental deaths were registered. 

Among deaths of infants und : one year 
old, four were due to whooping cough, two 
to convulsions, two to bronchitis, three to 
diarrhea and enteritis, one to congenital 
malformation, eight “to premature birth, and 
seven td congenital debility. 

Forty-three of the. deaths registered dumng 
the week, appertaining to the area, were 
those. of children under five years of age. 
32 being infants under one year, of whom 15 
were under oné month old, and 35 deaths 
were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, 
of whom 26 were 70 years of age or over. —

From Our TRAVELLING CoRRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Sunday Night. 
Three weeks ago the situation over the 
Derby was one of unusual fluidity. Book- 


makers and backers alike were feeling for al 


favourite without success. The restoration 


of Town Guard stabilised everything, and we, 


have to-day the spectacle of an unusually 
steady market, the odds having scarcely 
fluctuated at all during the week, except in 
the case of My Lord, who, because Charles 
Morton had been giving him only work, 
went out to 20 to 1, and immediately after 
it was known that he was in strong work 
again, came back to half that price. 

Town Guard, Pharos, Papyrus, and My 
Lord now have the market to themselves, 
cece else being seriously inquired for. I 
see nothing to justify the fact that Papyrus is 
a slightly better favourite than E wan, 
who beat his so easily in the Guineas, except 
that he is likely to be ridden at Epsom by 
Donoghue, and that he is a colt who, in con- 
formation, is, perhaps, better adapted to the 
course than any other in the race. 

Donoghue tells us, in his reminiscences this 
morning, that when he first rode Humorist in 
the Woodcote Stakes he was greatly impressed 
by the colt’s wonderful handiness on the 
twists and turns of the winding course. The 
following season he bore this fact in mind, 
and it was undoubtedly his wonderful adapta- 
bility to Epsom that enabled Humorist to 
beat what T shall alwavs think was the better 
horse in Craig an Earn. Donoghue might 
be able to achieve a similar victory over 
better horses on Papyrus next week, but I 
very much donbt it. 


TOWN GUARD MAY NOT HAVE 
ANOTHER TRIAL. 


All goes well with Town Guard. Many 
people are waiting for Mr. Gilpin to try him 


again, but it is probable that now the stable. 


knows enough about him already, and that he 
may not again be subjected to the severe 
test that is anticipated, for the logical reason 
that it is best to leave well alone. 

All goes well, too, with Ellangowan, whose 
progress could not be more satisfactory. 
Jarvis has an ideal horse in Sewing Machine 
to.lead him, and Ellangowan is always gallop- 
ing over him. Since he won the Two Thou- 
sand Guineas, he has made more than the 
ordinary improvement expected of a colt at 
this time of the year. I know that those con- 
nected with him are very hopeful of winning, 
but that they naturally have a considerable 
fear of Town Guard. 

In spite of all statements to the contrary 
I can say that Light Hand has been in 
work throughout the week, and that Alec 
Taylor is far more hopeful than he was ten 
days ago of sending him to the post 
thoroughly fit to run. If the ground con- 
tinues soft, as it appears likely to do, there 
is every bope that he will survive the final 
gallops. I believe it was Taylor's opinion 
that it was the transition from the very good 
going on the Marlborough Downs to the hard 
Rowley mile that caused this horse to go Jame 
after he had beaten Ellangowan in the Craven. 
Probably he will not find the course at Epsom 
vield such easy conditions underfoot as the 
Manton gallops, but this may be said for 
Epsom at the moment, that the recent rains 
have produced a splendid growth of herbage 
on the course, and that the going next week 
will probably be better than it has been for 
years. 


ZANONI’S RED ROSE SUCCESS. 

Of all the events decided at Manchester on 
Saturday probably the most interesting to my 
readers is the Red Rose Stakes, won by Mr. 
D. J. Cogan’s .Zanoni from Suraykumari and 
Gillyflower. Mr. Persse has had the grey 
colt for some time now, and I believe that 
before the race on Saturday he thought Zanoni 
was a little short of work. The son of Royal 
Canopy did not take everybody 's fancy in the 

addock, for he is a short colt who carries 
bis head very high in the air. The bettng 
over the pair—for Gillyflower was ignored— 
was remarkable. The ring opened by offering 
to take evens about Zanoni or Suraykumari., 
Every price ‘about Zanoni was graboed with 
such alacrity that at one time enthusiasts 
were laying the bookmakers three to one on 
him. At the close the ring were taking twos 
and vainly offering Suryakumari. 

Carslake, who rode Zanoni, indulged 
Surayakumari with a slight lead until they 
reached the distance, when he shot the grey 
to the front and won in a canter by a couple 
of lengths. The filly was, of course, conced- 
ing 151b., but she was expected to do better 
than she did. She has been extensively 
boomed ever since she retired an unbeaten 
two-year-old as something phenomenal, but 
so far in her three-year-old season she has 
completely failed to prove that she is any- 
thing more than a useful filly. 


THE NIGHT PATROL’S EASY WIN. 

Intentions were changed at the last moment 
and Granely did not, after all, run for the 
Salford Borough Handicap, which The Night 
Patrol won very easily. This was a fine 
betting race, every one of the eleven runners 
At the close The Night 
Patrol was a slightly better favourite than 
Sicyon and Proconsul, who were on the same 
mark. There was good support for Soldennis, 
who was greatly fancied in spite of his dis- 
advantage im the handicap. 

In the upshot it proved an entirely one- 
sided race, for The Night Patrol jumped off 
in front, was never headed, and won in a 
canter by five lengths. Soldennis was at- 
tempting to give him eight pounds, and the 
\little horse ran really well, for he beat all 
except the winner. It seems to be the luck of 
Soldennis on this side to find one just too 
good for him when he is really fancied. The 
extreme outsider, Mill Belle, ran very well 
and gained third place. Sicyon, who, despite 
his great weight, was much fancied, ran well, 
but when his jockey saw that he had no 
chance against the leader he eased him. 
Golden Corn must have deteriorated a lot since 
her two-year-old days, for she was never in 
the picture; nor was Mouse Trap nor Linby, 
who this time got badly away and finished last. 
Isle ‘of Wight was very troublesome at the 
post, but making his own running on the far 
side of the course did wel}. 


ARGOS LASS WORTH NOTING. 


Mr. Albert wry, was considerably fancied 
for the Presthury Three-Year-Old Handicap. 
The ex-plater Skivick, however, never gave 
her a chance, for after taking command at the 
distance, where the leader, Scaldino, was 
beaten, he went on and won by a length and 
a half. The favourite, Blazoner, ran poorly. 
The one in this race to note for future refe- 
rence is Argos Lass. 

Sam Pickering confidently expected to win 
the Cliff Two-Year-Old Selling Plate with 
Hanner Coron, but the youngster was beaten 
out of a place, the race going to the outsider, 
Captain Stanley Wilson’s White Cat. Picker- 
ing, on the other hand, had but little con- 
fidence in the ability of Bones to win the 
Lytham Two-Year-Old Stakes. Here the 
favourite was Meandering, the property of the 
local owner, Mr. Fred Hardy. Two hundred 
ards from home it looked any odds on the 
avourite, but Bones raced up on the outside 
to beat Pont Royal half a length, Meandering 
email back into fourth place. With the 
odds laid on Lighthouse he led tbroughout, 
and won in an easy canter by ten lengths. 
This concluded a meeting, the distin uishing 
feature of which has been the smallness of 
the volume of the betting. At’ Manchester 
there is usually a very strong market, but 
here it was distinguished by its weakness; all 
of which seems to show that money at the 
moment is particularly scarce in the Lanca- 
shire area. 


AN IRISH COLT’S SUCCESS.
